that the rural 2reas are not being affected 
—the air the Southern Californians breath 
circles the entire earth 40 times a year, 
The earth’s atmosphere is a closed system, 
like a giant bubble, that is rapidly filling 
up with soot and chemicals. It has no place 
to go and not enough time to decompose, 
so the air we breath becomes thicker and 
thicker with waste products.

Man’s thinking is his main activity for 
from this comes his joy, happiness, peace, 
and above all, his eternal happiness or eter- 
nal damnation.

The greatest hope of all, the 
hope that evils which are being done today 
will end, that such wickedness will cease to 
be done in the world. To a man with honor 
in his heart, intelligence in his head, and 
purity in his soul, the desirability of such a 
thing is perfectly obvious. Destruction is 
creative. It purifies the world. To the 
materialistic swine who dominate our so- 
ciety today this seems outrageous. 

We are tired of futilities. Bluntly, we 
are tired of associating with a bunch of 
crooks. and charlatans. We are leaving 
Union, New Jersey to scatter in several 
directions. All of us will be busy with pur- 
suits we consider constructive. We are not 
“quitting.” We are merely redirecting our 
energies, 

What constructive activity is left for us? 
We should undertake to rescue a certain 
number of youth, as many as we can. Of 
course they are appallingly ignorant, since 
they have attended American schools; but 
they are of good racial stock. They have 
good possibilities, if they can be gotten into 
the right hands. We must train them to be 
mentally and physically tough. We must 
train them for the kind of times which lie 
immediately ahead. We cannot use any of 
the obsolete ideological junk of the recent 
historical past; all of that belongs to the 
materialistic civilization which is now 
doomed beyond hope of recall. We must 
teach them the eternal verities, the things 
which are always true, regardless of any 
mere “opinions” which anyone may have 
about them. 

We can only reach a small number. The 
majority of our youth are doomed in any 
case, Already they are being destroyed 
wholesale by drugs and vice. This is being 
done deliberately by the American ruling 
class, not by “Red Russians” or by “Foreign 
Agents” or by “Subversives.” The American 
civilization is being by its own 
decadent and insanely corrupt ruling class. 





The great tragedy of America, and as 
a matter of fact that of American 
Jewry, took place when the rich WASPS 
took up the Jews and made them fashion- 
able. The corrupt cesspool which they have 
made of the American Society will also be 
the graveyard of modern Jewry. Here the 
Jews have gone completely insane. It is 
useless to discuss their so-called “policies.”
